The proposal, submitted to tho Motion Picture Association of America, calls, for 
the KPAA to collect information that will help it to decide if objections to certain ' 
film subjects "are based on solid evidence and represent the opinion of the motion 
picture audience rather than the opinion ex one particular group." This could be 
determined, the civil liberties groups said, if opinions were solicited from: (1) a 
cross-cection of movie peers, (2) experts on the film subject to be covered, ana 
psychologists and social scientists, "who have some knowledge of human behavior 
and what stimulates it." 

The pirn was present-ed to KPAA president Eric Johnston in a letter frcm ACLU 
executive director Patrick Murphy Kalin and 3 liner Rice, noted playwright and 
chairman of the National Council on Freedom from Censorship.

"Needless to say, these groups have a constitutional right to express thoir 
opinions, and the inicn do fends this right, but when the expression hampers free 
expression and deprives other memcersof the community to see certain subject 
matter treated in films, then it is proper to offer objection.

The House committee has been engaged for more than a year in an investigation 
0^ government informaoicn practices. The committee planned- to givn special attention 
tc a report made by a civilian investigating committee appointed last August by 
Secretary of Defense Charles 5. Wilson, with instructions to plug the leaks in de- 
fense information to "unauthorized persons." This group, headed by Charles A, 
foolidge, Boston attorney and former * -s-ctant Secretary of Defense, had indicated 
tiat Department policies were satisfactory for the most part, but had criticised the 
lepartmont's over-classification of information. The Coolidge committee also said 
that the Department's security organisation is so large and complex that it could 
:ot function efficiently. 

Prior to the decision to put off the inquiry, the House committee had planned 
v o question the three secretaries of the armed forces, heads of research and develop- 
ment units in the Department of Defense, units that review Pentagon speeches and new3 
releases, and public infoxTiation officials. 

At the committee^ meeting on November 15 Congressman Moss objected to the way 
in which Lee Kargus , deputy director of the Department's Office of Security Review, 
iai. handled a Saturday E ven ing Post article on Spain. The committee released the 
"ey.t of a letter frcm ir. Harg-js indicating that the article in question would be 
offensive to Spanish officials. The article, according to Mr. Hargus, had "not missed 
-: single chance to insult the Spaniards in their most sensitive spots." Congressman 
*'.oss complimented the Post for publishing the article, which appeared on January 28, 
r-nd said that the Post had deleted two sentences containing military information at 
".he request of Mr. Kargus. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has long campaigned against government news 
repression, particularly in recent years when tight security rules impeded the flow 
^f information to the public* It sponsored a major report on the subject in late 
-95Z by veteran newsman Allen Raymond v.hich was credited with helping focus public 
&r.d congressional attention on the problem.

Arthur Hays Sulzberger, publisher of The Hew York Ti mes , recently emphasized the

dress vias the presentation by the Congress of the 1955 Stephen S. 'Wise award to th9

years ago, the publisher declared:

The publishers and distributors of two official ragasines of nudist organisations 
bar) petitioned the Kew York Suprece Court for an injunction to stop Kew York City "of- 
ficials from preventing newsstand sale of their publications. 

In a raw brief en a long-pending case that has been tried twice without a result* 
ing decision, the plaintiffs argue c-ainly that suppression o£ their jaagaziTKS violates 
the free speech guarantees of both the Kew -York State and the Federal constitutions. 

The suit was bogun in 19$2 after Edward T. l&Caffrey, New York's ccror.issioner of 
licenses, ordered 1,2C0 city newsstand operators to stop handling Su nshine & Health * 
and Sun Magazine on penalty of losing their licenses. resides >fcCH"frey , the suit 
also naned as a defendant foroer Police Ccr^nissicnsr George P. Monsghan of Kew York 
City. Since the case first arose the pressure en the newsstand operators has ceased, 
but the case is being pushed to win a court ruling that city officials havo.no 
authority to act as censors in this isarmer* ■ 

"ttider the First /jnendment the plaintiffs had as Much right to publish and dis- 
tribute their publications as the dally newspapers in Eew York havs in publishing and 
distributing their issues," the brief concluded. "McCaffrey's assured rcle of censor 
« • ^particularly with respect to the suppression of future issues. ..is in direct con-* 
flict with rights of the plaintiffs. ...Inised, while the classic censor pssses upon 
the propriety of printed natter which he has seen end appraised, the defendant 
McCaffrey here claims the power to cenriesa in advance letter not yet written*" 

The brief argued in addition' that McCaffrey had violated due process clauses of 
t&e State and Federal constitutions because he foiled to notify the r.seazines 1 nubli- 
Ehers of his action cr grant them a hearing; and that the word* "obscene," which* the 
license ccrrrdssicner applied to the na^sines, c is not a sufficients definite one 
Mpcn wnich to found any system of pricr restraint." In this latter connection, * 
counsel for the plaintiffs rerarided the court of changing standards of morality free 
year to year, as well as over longer periods of tine. They held that Sunshine & 
Health and gun K^azine could not be Jud^sd obscene by any" reasonable standards.

CBKSCRSHLP CF RADIO AMD TV CRITICIZED BY PCC CttfigSSIOKER 

Efforts to censor radio and television broadcasters were decried by Robert T. 
Bartley, a neiber of the Federal Cosnamications Cocnission, before a recent neetiag 
of broadcasters. 

Addressing a regional conference of the Hstional Association of Radio and Tele- 
Tision Broadcasters, Hartley declared that "not only should there be no ««^rehlp jof 
ihe broadcaster by the Governaent, but there should also be none by eiy other f"«n>*' 
- & referred to various pressure groups which he said are constantly trying to inpos* 
oeneorship upon the broadcaster, end he urged broadcasters to resist such efforts. 

Bartley traced the areas in which the TCC snist see that the lew Is carried ©wt. 
These concerned deer identification of program sponsorship and materiel* > equal 
treatment of candidates for public office and for controversial issues* and cases of 
ners-slanting. He said, henever, that the broadcaster "should not be «luctent to 
take an editorial pesitien in various public issues, but...rhen he takes such * Po- 
tion, he should identify it as such, end should take affinitive steps to see that 
e<pial tis» is provided for ell other sides of the question." 

Be tenaed cases of news-slanting "an abuse of the license privilege which cannot 
• ••be condoned by the Connrf salon. " 

Bartley celled on broadcasters to familiarize Ccr^ressional cenadttees with the 
problems surrounding censorship and urged that pro-ric "buses bo curbed throng- ~-J- 
regulation. re said that the function of the FCC is to rs^ew the stewards oxp of a 
radio or T7 station, end explained thatt this function nan nothing to do wiin 
censorship.
